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Reigning Jewelry Fashions Noted in Paris. 


Dainty Novelties in Watches and Clocks Now in Demand Among the People 
of Taste in France’s Capital. 

















Paris, March 8.—In watches no very new 
features have developed, the very flat case 
being liked by some people, while others 
prefer the thicker styles very much orna- 
mented. In the flat shapes exquisite genre 
scenes in the most delicate enamels, opaque 
or translucent, are artistic. Some of the flat 
gold watches are no bigger than a dime and 
take the place of a pendant, hanging from 
the neck chain. 

The Louis XV. styles, in which the watch 
depends from an ornate chatelaine, is be- 
ing revived, and if the bodices of gowns be- 
come lengthened it is probable that the 
chatelaine will again be the thing. These 
watches are faithful reproductions of an- 
cient shapes and designs, rather large, thick 
through and usually enameled or incrusted 
with brilliants, with a long belt hook to 
match. A lovely pattern shows pale pink 
rosebuds and violets or mythological sub- 
jects. Plainer styles reveal an open face of 
Napoleon blue enamel with golden nu- 
merals. Empire green and white are also 
liked. 

The tiny watches of all colors of trans- 
lucent enamel in sun-ray effects are hand- 
some and not too expensive. Watches in 
the shape of enameled violets and daisies 
and orchids are effective. One as large as 
a silver dollar consisted of a daisy in plati- 
num petals with diamond dewdrops, while 
in the center was a rim of gold representing 
the calyx of the flower, in the center of 
which was a watch dial no bigger than a 
three-cent piece. 


A curious watch takes upon itself the 
semblance of a_ bright-hued butterfly in 
vari-colored enamels with diamond-veined 


wings and in the head a small watch. A 
very expensive one showed the case formed 
of an enormous diamond without visible 
setting. 

Many cases are divided by gold wire into 
tiny lozenges, each division set with a small 
diamond or colored stone. Turquoise and 
pearl incrusted watches are for 
young girls’ first communion or graduation 
presents. Heart-shaped watches which take 
upon themselves the guise of an ornamental 
locket have in the reverse side a place for 
a miniature.

Little white, black or blue lady’s watches 
are punctuated with tiny golden stars. Ar 
tistic are those of Toledo work, gold inlaid, 
with steel in the old Moresque style. The 
designs are very intricate, and while far 
from showy there is an artistic side to this 
rather modest style of goldsmithing which 
appeals to people of unobtrusive taste. 
Watch cases in the fashionable colored 
stripes or plaids copying designs on taffeta 
are novel and rather pretty 

The ring watch, while not new, is 
small that it is an achievement in delicate 
workmanship.

These little affairs are 
of enamel in all colors, entirely incrusted 
or only banded with precious stones. Those 
in the form of a hazel nut or an almond in 
gold were unique. 

As a rule chains not worn hap- 
hazard, but are sold with the watch. Enam- 
eled chains consisting of oblong or circular 
links of enamel connected with an inch of 
gold look well. There are ornate plaques 
of enamel or gold with a floral design, also 
chains consisting of big enameled or dull 
gold balls incised in a pattern or studded 
with tiny stones. Many of these balls are 
of semi-precious opal, turquoise 
matrix, amazonite or the precious quartzes 
strung together with golden links. Some- 
tives very narrow black moire ribbon orna- 
mented with jeweled slides occupies the 
place of a chain. 

Men’s watches are frequently enameled, a

favorite style showing an open face of 
enamel with gold numbers. Black metal is 
liked, sometimes with a design slightly 


raised in shaded tones of gray, a woman’s 
head or a moonlight scene, also black with 
raised flowers in gold or bright silver. 

Ladies’ gold chain purses grow if possi- 
ble more elegant and costly, platinum often 
superseding gold. Some of them are stud- 
ded an inch apart with diamonds invisibly 
set. There are vandykes of pearls ‘and ru- 
bies on a gold net purse, while another 
clasp shows a family of owls with shining 
ruby eyes guarding the treasure. Others 
show solid corners thickly incrusted with 
gems or there is_a long jeweled monogram 
in the center. , 

Frequently the chain purse is drawn to- 
gether with a metal cord like that of an 
opera bag, the top turned over to form a 
frill tipped with grelots of pearls or other 
stones. Platinum and vari-colored gold in 
a design is another variation. 

Solid gold pocketbooks are of oblong 
shape, often with a decoration of a scene in 
exquisite enameling, others are striped 
with precious stones. <A _ delicate gold 
tracery on a ground of white enamel form- 
ing a honeycomb pattern is a novelty; also 
reticulates of gold platinum on dark 
enamel or colored gold grounds. Diaper 
patterns are also liked; also brilliant gold 
ground with raised decoration in dull metal. 

Oblong gold card cases are clasped with 
a single large gem. A flight of swallows 
on a dull silver case is artistic, while others 
are shaped and decorated like an ancient 
missal in tooled decoration in enamel and 
gold with a beautifully worked clasp.

CLOCKS. 

The French designers reveal great origi- 
nality in the shape of clo¢ks, most of which, 
however, are suggested by the rococo pat- 
terns of the Louis XV.-era and the revived 
Greek shapes, the fashion during the First 
and Second Empires when scarcely aught 
but mythological subjects were seen. Some 
of these conceits, however, show originality 
and great delicacy of execution. A small 





boudoir timepiece was in the much repeated 
shape of a Greek temple, the pillars being 
of amethyst matrix, while the dome 
expressed in white enamel. 

A clock in quaint Egyptian obelisk shape 
was of malachite, on which was set a 
rometer, while at the base was a golden 
sphynx in the body of which was a dark 
green’ enamel clock face with golden 
numerals. 

A Byzantine reproduction showed the rich 
reds and blues of this style of decoration 
in opaque enamels, gold banded, while on 
the squarish top was the bust of a Roman 
warrior in ivory, with golden casque and 
armor. Another dome-shaped affair re 
minded one of a Persian mosque with jewel- 
like enamels in a diaper pattern, the clock 
swinging below. 

Savoring of the days of illuminated mis- 
sals was a tryptitch in dark blue enamel, 
which, on being opened, showed a clock set 
in the center surrounded with a rim of stars 
and sickle moon. On each of the open doors 
were figures of saints resembling those ina 
monkish missal. Another quaint timepiece 
was enclosed in a case which recalled the 
binding of an old black letter volume in 
gold-tooled dark brown morocco with a 
ponderous clasp set with precious stones

In vivid contrast to the artistic designs in 
timepieces are those illustrative of some 
phase of modern life. For instance, an 
automobile with every detail perfect in steel 
or black metal, gold or silver decorated, the 
dial placed in the side of the coupé. A 
lighthouse at least two feet high is of silver 
and gilt, the clock set at the base of the 
tower. Another shows an airship with its 
delicate gold network, with basket and 
steering gear, from which depends the clock. 
Another is a yacht of steel with the man at 
the wheel, the compass and ladder, in fact 
a complete deck with gilded cordage, while 
the clook finds its place in the side of the 
companion way. Great globes of dark- 
enamel depend from a woman's 
bronze figure, who is holding the timepiece 
in her hands.

Decline in Japanese Lacquer Ware Trade. 





HE following is a condensed extract 
concerning the lacquer ware trade of 
Japan from a newspaper forwarded by 
Vice-Consul-General FE. G. Babbitt, of Yo- 
kohama: 

The trade in lacquer ware, both for ex 
port and the home market, was very un- 
satisfactory in 1908. A vernacular contem- 
porary notes that the total value of lacquer 
ware exported up to the end of November 
from Yokohama, where the products are 
shipped of Shizuoka, the most important 
center for lacquer work in Japan, was not 
much more than $350,000 gold, a decrease 
of over $150,000 as compared with the cor- 
responding period in 1907. The exports 
from the entire country formerly averaged 
over $600,000 a year 

Shipments of lacquer ware for America 
have fallen off more heavily than those for 
England and France, while the exports to 
China has almost entirely stopped. Our con- 
temporary explains that Germans are now 
able to turn out so good a quality as to 
surpass the best quality made in Japan.

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Police Seeking Man Who Stole Dia- 
monds and Rings from Lima, O., 
Jewelry Store. 

Lima, O., March 12.—Joseph M. Heffern, 
chief of police, this city, has sent out 
notices containing the list of the articles 
recently stolen from the store of H. C. 
Thew, at 705 S. Main St., giving a descrip- 
tion of the thief and offering a liberal re- 
ward for the recovery of the goods or cap- 
ture of the man wanted. The value of the 
stolen articles, which consist principally of 
rings and diamonds, is placed at $800. The 
robbery occurred Wednesday and was com- 
mitted by a man of about 22 or 23 years. 
He was about five feet six inches in height, 
weighed about 140 pounds, had dark com- 
plexion and dark hair. 

The man called at the Thew jewelry 
store Thursday last and asked to see some 
diamonds. Mrs. Thew, who was in charge 
at the time, showed him four unmounted 
stones, together with a tray of rings. He 
said he would return later and purchase 
He came back Wednesday morning, found 
Mrs. Thew again in charge and asked her 
when her husband would bein. When she told 
him about noon he left, and a few moments 
later Mrs. Thew was called to a dry goods 
store next door. When she returned she 
found the tray of rings was missing from 
the window, and an examination of the 
stock showed that the diamonds she had 
shown the stranger had been gone from 
the safe. 

The people on the other side of the street 
noticed a man, who answered the descrip- 
tion of the supposed customer, go into the 
store and come out a little later. It is be- 
lieved that he simply stayed outside and 
awaited his opportunity to steal the jewelry. 

The police were notified and detectives 
at once put on the case. The police think 
the man belongs to a gang who have been 
working in the vicinity of Toledo for some 
time. 

The stolen jewelry includes four loose 
diamonds (two of three-eighths of a carat 
and two of about one-quarter carat), one 
ting of five diamonds, one-eighth carat 
each; two diamond rings, one-quarter carat 
each; one diamond ring, three-eighth carat; 
a number of rings set with rubies and 
opals; two stone rings, with diamonds of 
one-eighth carat each; a man’s three-stone 
ring, seven or eight men’s rings in different 
settings and six shirtwaist sets, with 
cameo, coral, turquoise, etc. The rings are 
marked “Q. C.”

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Pittsburg Jewelers Take Important Ac- 
tion on the Subject of Maintaining 
Prices on Watches. 


PirtsspurG, Pa., March 11.—A meeting 
which probably will prove of interest to 
every retail jeweler in the United States, 
was held last Tuesday night at the rooms 
of the Oakland Board of Trade, by the 
Pittsburg Division of the Pennsylvania 
Retail Jewelers’ Association. The report 
of the committee on watch price-cutting 
was unanimously adopted and copies were 
ordered sent to every retail jewelef’s or- 
ganization in the country, requesting these 
bodies to take similar action. The report 
of the committee covered about 10 or 12 
type-written pages and before it was final- 
ly accepted, every point of detail was dis- 
cussed and thoroughly digested. The con- 
tents of the report will not be made public 
yet for a week or so as the manufacturers 
will be supplied with copies, as well as the 
various jewelry organizations. 

The report was presented by John M. 
Roberts, of John M. Roberts & Son Co., 
chairman, and J. Alexander Hardy of the 
Hardy & Hayes Co., August Loch, O. C. 
Seidle and Mr. Paffenbach, of Paffenbach 
& Wetzel. If the manufacturers grant the 
request of the petitioners, it will do away 
with watch price-cutting all over the coun- 
try. The principal feature, but there were 
many others, is to bring about a condition 
whereby manufacturers will compel deal- 
ers to sell movements and cases at a min- 
imum price. This action, it is stated, will 
not only result in benefit to the manufac- 
turer but to the small jeweler. And in this 
action it is desired, so,the. members of the 
committee say, to especially! protect «the 
small dealer, for watch selling brings him 
his largest proportion of business.

‘He 
made, he said, three other attempts to in- 
terview Mrs. Warren, but found the door 
chained. 

Cohen and Smith went to police head- 


quarters, where they told their. story. <A 
warrant was and Mrs. Warren’s 
arraignment followed. 

Mrs. Warren informed the police that the 
brokers must be mistaken in regard to the 
identity of the woman with whom they 
dealt, and that it must be some other person 
who discussed the possible purchase of the

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Despondent from Ear Trouble Joseph 
Terlau, a Covington, Ky., Jeweler 
Commits Suicide. 


CINCINNATI, O., March 13.—Joseph Ter- 
lau, one of Covington’s (Ky.) best known 
jewelers, whose store is located at 714 
Madison Ave., committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself in the right ear, Wednesday, at 
about 1 p. mM. He had been ill some time 
with a serious disease in his ear, and for 
the last few days of his life the pain be- 
came unbearable, It is thought that at the 
time he shot himself he was despondent at 
having lost his hearing. He had attended 
to business up to the fatal moment. 

Mr. Terlau had been in the store all the 
morning, and had eaten his Junch at his 
home at the usual time, After returning to 
his store he remained there but a short 
time, and then he went across the street to 
an undertaking establishment, where he 
committed the deed in the rear of the car- 
riage department. 

Mr. Terlau, who was 47 years old, was 
a native of Covington, and as a boy learned 
the jewelry business with his father, Henry 
Terlau, one of Covington’s leading jew- 
elers, up till his death, 15 years ago. Joseph 
Terlau, the son, then became associated 
with the Clemens-Oskamp Co., of this city, 
in the clock department, and remained here 
until about six years ago,’ when he em- 
barked for himself, buying out the “Ben” 
Niehaus business in Covington, his present 
location. 

Deceased was widely and _ favorably 
known, and had a large circle of friends 
in business and social life, who speak of 
him in the highest terms. Aside from being 
a member of the “Gobblers,” a social order, 
he was not connected with any outside or- 
ganizations. 

A widow and seven children survive. 
The funeral was held Friday morning.

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Merchant Accused of Defrauding Whole- 
sale Jewelers Brought Back to 
Cleveland for Trial After a 
Long Chase. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 13.—E. Freeman, 
the man who was recently brought back from 
Seattle, Wash., on the charge of defraud- 
ing the Bowler & Burdick Co., at first de- 
nied the charges, saying that he never or- 
dered so large a bill of goods in his life 
and did not know anything about the mat- 
ter. It is reported now, however, that he 
will change his plea to guilty and rely on 

the leniency of the court. 





CLEVELAND, O., March 10.—The Cleveland 
Association of Creditmen have added a well 
won laurel leaf by capturing, after a search 
lasting nearly a year and a half, a man 
charged with defrauding the Bowler & Bur- 
dick Co., of this city, out of payment of a 
bill of $600. The man, who is known under 
a dozen names, was conducting a small jew- 


elry store in North Baltimore, O., and 
under the name of F. E. Freeman suc- 
ceeded in furnishing enough satisfactory 


references to enable him to buy a bill of 
goods on credit. The goods were shipped 
to North Baltimore, but the buyer had left 
there and the freight agent reconsigned 
them to South Bend, Ind., where Freeman 
had gone. He got the goods there, but 
signed .fer them with the name of C. R. 
Henry, as the freight receipt showed. 

The Bowler & Burdick Co. waited 60 days 
for a check, and as none came they started 
an investigation and brought to light the 
facts just stated. Firm in the belief that 
they had been defrauded they turned the 
case over to the Creditmen’s Association 
and the real search began. President W. 
M. Pattison took charge, and with the aid 
of Pinkerton detectives finally got the man. 

The story of the search is interesting in 
that it shows how thorough is the scope of 
this and kindred organizations in other 
cities. Mr. Pattison sent copies of a cir- 
cular containing a description and a photo- 
graph of Freeman taken in North Balti- 
more to the leading jewelers and credit- 
men’s associations all over this country and 
Canada. <A _ salesman for the Bauman- 
Massa Jewelry Co., of St. Louis, recognized 
from the description a man he had seen in 
a jewelry store in Manitou, Colo., in Au- 
gust, 1908, or nine months from the time 
the goods were originally ordered, August, 
1907. 

A few weeks later a mysterious accident 
occurred near Denver that caused consid- 
erable remark. A man and a woman ran 
off a bridge in an automobile and disap- 
peared, supposedly swept away by the swift 
current at this point. A letter was later 
found near there addressed to C. R. Henry, 
and a news item to this effect reached the 
Pinkertons, who followed up the clue. The 


letter showed him to be involved in other 
financial troubles and accounted for the 
disappearance. A hint was received that 


Freeman was going to Clovis, N. Mex., and 
a detective went there only to learn that he 
had been conducting a small jewelry store 


there, but had left. He was followed to 


Kingman, Ariz.; Los Angeles, Bakersfield, 
Portland, San Francisco, Seattle, Van- 
couver, Nome and many other smaller 
towns 


Finally a telephone message sent the 


officers to a small mining town near Seattle, 

, and there the chase ended. The fugitive 
was found worn out by the long chase and 
willing to give himself up. 

Extradition papers were secured and the 
cause of this long chase was _ finally 
brought here for trial. During the whole 
search Mr. Pattison was in direct charge, 
and the portly files of reports, newspaper 
clippings and private letters speak  elo- 
quently of the exhaustiveness of this hunt 
for a man. 





Annual Report of the _ International 
Silver Co. Shows Decrease in Earn- 
ings—Conditions Improved 
This Year.

Distinct Improvement Noted in the Dia- 
mond Market of Amsterdam and 
the Gem Market of Paris. 
AMSTERDAM, March 4.—The 
February has been excellent in 
and the number of American 
the market and the quantity of goods sold 
reminded one of the best days before the 
financial depression of last year. The de- 
mand for large goods in all qualities pre- 
dominated, and everything in sizes about 
quarters sells readily and bring very high 
prices, even higher than was realized by 
the same goods a month or two ago. Good 
prices have been paid for small sizes, which 
lately have not been as marketable as larger 

goods. 

The presence of a great number of rep 
resentatives of big American concerns, of 
which several have already been on this 
market since the beginning of this year, 
makes us local merchants feel that the good 
news of an increase in business for the 
United States has not been exaggerated and 
that conditions are more and more getting 
to their normal state. 

The number of idle workmen has de- 
creased to a great extent, and only 420 cut- 
ters are without work in our various dia 
mond cutting factories. 

The rough market has also felt the effect 
of better business conditions,’ and the Syn 
dicate as well as the Premier have sold 
their entire shipments and refused to make 
any concessions whatsoever, not selling 
small quantities to individual cutters, but 
insisting on selling their entire shipments 
as they always did and finding ready buy 
ers under those conditions.

Receiver of Keck and Duhme Companies Gets Back Diamonds 








Oscar Keck Turns Over the Jewels Claimed by Him Which Were Taken from the Stock— 
Title to be Determined by the Court—Allegations Made 
in Suit by Widow of Herman Keck. 














Cincinnati, O., March 13.—The hearing 
at which Oscar Keck, president of the Her- 
man Keck Mfg. Co., was to give his rea- 
sons for not turning over the $7,839.59 
worth of diamonds he was alleged to have 
secured or removed from the Duhme Jew- 
elry Co., after Robert DeV. Carroll was 
appointed receiver, did not take place to- 
day, as Mr. Keck turned over the gems to 
Mr. Carroll as ordered by the court. This 
was done without prejudice to any right or 
claims of the Keck family, which questions 
are to come up for adjudication later. The 
goods are to be kept separate from the 
companies’ other assets and are to be held 
by the receiver pending final decision by 
the court. 

A limit of 10 days was granted by the 
court to the Herman Keck Mfg. Co. in 
which to file its answer to the amended 
petition of the eastern creditors, Cramer 
& Cramer, who have been the counsel of 
the Keck company, have withdrawn owing 
to disagreements arising in relation to the 
handling of the case, Hoffman, Bode & 
La Blond will be the attorneys for the 
defendants. 

Cincinnati, O., March 10.—The suit filed 
in the Superior Court, March 6, by Clara 
G. Keck, widow of the late Herman Keck, 
of the Herman Keck Mfg. Co., in behalf of 
herself and her 10-year-old son, Herman 
Keck, Jr., in which she alleges that the 
981% shares. of stock transferred by her 
from the Duhme Jewelry Co. to the Her- 
man Keck Mfg. Co. were given upon mis- 
representations by Oscar Keck, was men- 
tioned last week. In her complaint Mrs. 
Keck also makes the following statements: 

Mrs. Keck contends that Herman Keck 
held 283 shares of the stock of the Herman 
Keck Mfg. Co., Oscar Keck 235 shares, 
Emma Keck 126 shares, herself (the plain- 
tiff) one share, and Amanda Keck 76 
shares. This stock was issued up to Dec. 
20, 1906, The capital stock was $100,000. 
It is stated that the Duhme Jewelry Co. 
was organized May 4, 1897, with $100,000 
capital stock, of which Herman and Oscar 
Keck each held 9842 shares, Emma Keck 
one share, and Clara G. and Amanda Keck 
one share each. 

At the time of Herman Keck’s death, 
when the complainant, Clara G, Keck, his 
widow, came into possession of her hus- 
band’s estate, and over which she was ad- 
ministratrix, Mrs. Keck says that Oscar 
Keck, who then became president of the 
Herman Keck Mfg. Co. and the Duhme 
Jewelry Co., represented to her that the 
Duhme Jewelry Co. was in reality only a 
branch of the Keck concern, and that the 
Keck company had furnished the money 
to carry on the business of the Duhme com- 
pany, and that the greater part of the out- 
standing indebtedness due to the Keck com- 
pany was owing from the Duhme company, 
and that he had a “scheme” whereby the 
Keck company might make a better finan- 
cial showing. She says he then proposed 








a plan whereby a resolution was to be 
passed by the Keck company conveying to 
him five shares of the stock of the Western 
German Bank and 25 shares of Cincinnati 
Realty Co. stock, and to her, as adminis- 
tratrix, 15 shares of Western German Bank 
stock, all of which was claimed to belong 
to the Keck company, and the indebtedness 
of Oscar Keck, amounting to $73,762.24, 
and that of the Herman Keck estate, 
amounting to $77,921.68 were to be can- 
celed, and Oscar Keck, herself, Emma Keck 
and Amanda Keck were to transfer and 
convey all their stock in the Duhme com- 
pany to the Herman Keck Mfg. Co., which, 
as is stated, was then to issue one share of 
its stock for every share of the Duhme com- 
pany stock, and the capital stock of this 
company was to be increased to $250,000. 
Out of the increase of the $150,000 a divi- 
dend of $145,000 would be declared to the 
Keck company, thus making it the owner 
of $245,000 of the Duhme stock, and from 
the surplus were to be deducted two items 


‘ of indebtedness, one for $1,625.82 against 


Herman Keck and one for $1,235.70 against 
Oscar Keck. In addition a 600 per cent. 
dividend on the stock of the Herman Keck 
Mfg. Co, would be declared, and from this 
dividend, which was to be placed to the 
credit of the stockholders, $5,750 was to be 
deducted from Oscar Keck’s share to pay 
for the Western German Bank and Cin- 
cinnati Realty stock he received, and $13,- 
250 from the Herman Keck estate, to pay 
for the stock transferred to it. Then the 
capital stock of the Herman Keck Mfg. Co. 
was to be increased to $500,000, which was 
to be paid in. dividends, which would give 
the Herman Keck estate 1,484 shares of the 
Keck company stock, valued at $184,850, be- 
sides the bank and realty company stock, 
which would give this estate a value of 
$198,100. Oscar Keck would receive 
1,587% shares and the stock he received, 
making his share a total of $164,500. Emma 
Keck’s 126 shares would become 882 shares, 
valued at $88,200; Amanda Keck’s 76 shares 
would mean 532 shares, valued at $53,200, 
and Mrs. Keck’s one share would become 
seven shares, or $700. 

As to assets of the Keck company, Mrs. 
Keck alleges that Oscar Keck gave her 
statements showing the assets to be $694,- 
710.77, with liabilities of $372,338.78. The 
liabilities of this company included the re- 
payment of the par value of the issued 
stock, there being an undivided surplus of 
$322,371.99. Also a general inventory was 
included among the assets, showing mer- 
chandise. worth $269,354.35 and machinery 
and fixtures worth $65,000. Included in the 
assets also were the alleged indebtedness 
of Herman and Oscar Keck, The assets of 
the Duhme company were given as $365,- 
895.43, and liabilities as $150,772.37. 

Mrs. Peck further states that this propo- 
sition of Oscar Keck’s went into effect 
June 1, 1907, but that this statement given 
her by Oscar Keck does not in any way 
tally with the results of the investigation 


of the creditors’ committee on the same 
affairs of the. concern. Mrs, Keck says in 
regard to $195,545.53 of diamonds, rough 
and cut, as given in the statement, that only 
about $15,000 worth can be accounted for; 
that Oscar Keck refuses to account for the 
remaining $180,000 worth. She also claims 
that the $65,000 valuation of the Keck 
company fixtures and machinery is far in 
excess of its real value. 

The petition sets forth that it was this 
latter fact which became known to the 
eastern creditors, and that as a result Mr. 
Fera was stationed here as their repre- 
sentative and that the company was com- 
pelled to transfer one share of stock to him 
in order that he might be qualified as a 
director of the two companies and be made 
secretary of the Duhme company. 

Mrs. Keck says the assets of the Duhme 
Jewelry Co, are $200,000, and its liabilities 
are $65,000, of which $30,000 is as indorser 
for the Keck company, Mrs. Keck’s com- 
plaint says that she did not know she had 
no lawful right to transfer her stock, or 
that the Keck company was without lawfui 
right to hold stock in another corporation. 
She alleges the whole transaction has oper- 
ated a fraud upon the rights of her son, 
as heir to his father’s estate, as well as the 
creditors of the estate, and she wants the 
transactions all set aside and restored to 
the position held before June 1, 1907. 





Bids for Supplies for All Government 
Departments in Washington Must 
be Received Before April 12. 


Wasuincton, D. C., March 10.—It may 
not be generally known that all the sup- 
plies for the use of the Government de- 
partments located in Washington, and for 
the District government, will be bid for 
at one time this year, and the date as- 
signed for the bid opening, which will be 
in the Treasury Department, is 2 Pp. M., 
April 12, at the office of what is known as 
the general supply committee. 

Proposals are to be made in triplicate. The 
use of the name of a manufacturer, or any 
special brand or-make, in describing any ar- 
ticle which is being called for in the vari- 
ous schedules, does not restrict bidders to 
making bids only on that specific article, 
but is the means taken by the committee to 
indicate the character of the quality of the 
article desired; but in all cases goods on 
which proposals are made must be in every 
particular equal to those referred to in the 
schedules. 

Attention is especially called to the fact 
that the make or grade of the article on 
which the bid is submitted must be stated 
in the bid. 

Bids will be considered on each item 
separately and the contract awarded to the 
lowest responsible bidder, except where 
samples are required, when price and qual- 
ity of sample will be taken into considera- 
tion in making the awards, but more than 
one bid on different kinds or qualities of 
an article may be accepted, if it should ap- 
pear to be to the best interest of the Gov- 
ernment. 

None of the contracts can in any case be 
lawfully transferred or assigned. 

Contracts will only be awarded to estab- 
lished manufacturers or to dealers in the 
articles offered.

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American Consuls Report on Chances to Build Up a Trade 
in Silver-Plated Flat Ware. 














Wasuincton, D. C., March 13.—Consul 
Ralph J. Totten, of Puerto Plata, fur- 
nishes the following information concerning 
the trade in silver-plated flat ware in the 
Dominican Republic: 

Investigation shows that there is a very 
good opportunity for building a trade in 
flat and table ware in this part of the Re- 
public. American manufacturers and deal- 
ers have apparently made no serious effort 
thus far to gain a share of this business. 

All flat ware has been divided into four 
classes by the customs officials, viz.: cheap, 
galvanized, ordinary and fine. The cheap, 
made of a soft, composite metal, comes 
from Germany. They are sold in sets of 
three—knife, fork and spoon—costing 
about 25 cents per set. The duty on this 
grade is 734-5 per cent. ad valorem. They 
The galvanized 
about 


retail for 60 cents per set. 
is also from Germany, and 
$1.25 per dozen, pays a duty of 734-5 per 
and sells for about $8 


costs 
cent. ad valorem, 
per dozen 

The ordinary grade includes everything 
between these and plated ware, and pays 
a duty of 734-5 per cent. on a fixed value 
of $4 per dozen, working out at $2.95. 

The fine includes all plated ware or 
sterling silver, and is imported almost en- 
tirely from France. There is at present 
no dealer in Puerto Plata carrying a stock 
ordered

of this grade, most of which is 
by families direct from the French 
chants. This is made possible by the fact 
that this country has a parcels-post con- 
vention with France. The most popular 
grade is a medium heavy plate, costing in 
France about $6 per dozen for forks and 
and $3 for knives. The duty is 
734-5 per cent. of a fixed value of $6 per 
dozen, working out at $4.43 per dozen.

Both dealers crit- 
icized the eight designs of American man- 
ufacture submitted on the same ground, 
that they were not adapted to the French 
market, for the reason that these designs, 
although familiar to the American market, 
mean nothing to the French purchaser, 
who desires classical styles with which he 
is familiar, such as the periods Louis XV. 
and XVI., Empire, ete. 

Only one design submitted of an art 
nouveau character met with approval, and 
were the quality of this pattern and the 
price satisfactory, it is possible that some 
sale might follow proper introduction. 
However, as stated, without knowledge of 
the quality of the metal employed, the 
weight of the silver, and the finish of the 
design, which would require comparison 
with an actual sample, it is impossible to 
furnish practical information. 

Teaspoons of a quality which is regarded 
as first-class, but of an entirely plain de- 
sign, sell here at retail at $1.75 per dozen 
Prices then increase, according to the elab- 
oration of the design, to $2,90, $3.30, $3.90 
and upward. 

Plated ware imported into France pays 
the following rates of duty, the general 
tariff being applied to imports. from the 
United States, per 220 pounds, net: 
Jewelry, gold or silver plated, on silver, copper, 
pakfong or pinchbeck; general tariff, $115.80; 
minimum tariff, $96.50.

French table ware is larger and heavier 
than the American and is more expensive, 
and it seems to me that the American man- 
ufacturer who takes care to study the styles 
demanded by the trade and produces them 
in the required sizes, etc., might do some 
business here. 

Sterling silver is more difficult to im- 
port from the United States, on account of 
the government control, as each piece of 
silverware must be stamped by the gov- 
ernment officers, and a tax per weight is 


paid for contro]. Silverware that has not 


the stamp of the government control can 
not be sold, and none is permitted entry 
from abroad unless it passes through the 
“controle” and pays the stamp tax. The 
same may be said of all articles of gold 
I give the following extracts from statutes 
governing this class of trade: 

The French Government acknowledges only three 
“titres” (grades) for manufactures of gold, and 
two for silver, viz.: Gold, 0.0950, 0.0800 and 
0.0750; silver, 0.0950 and 0.0800. 

Gold and silverware coming from abroad should 
be presented to the customs officials at the time of 
entry into the Republic, to be declared, weighed. 
marked, and sent to the nearest bureau of guar 
anty (assay), where it will be stamped with a 
stamp marked “ET,” and where it will pay taxes 
equal to those paid for gold and silverware manu 
factured in France. 

The guaranty taxes perceived on gold and silver- 
ware are the following: Gold, 30 francs per 100 
grams ($5.79 per 3 527/1000 ounces); silver, 1.60 
francs per 100 
ounces). The tax paid for assay is as

ROUND PEARLS 
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Do You Know This Man Who Is 
Charged With Swindling Cincin- 
nati Refiners? 

CINCINNATI, O., March 15.—On com- 


plaint of the Cincinnati Gold & Silver Re- 
fining Co., of this city, a man who gave 
the name of Mark James was arrested re- 
cently, charged with obtaining money under 
false pretenses, His scheme is new in the 
field of clever swindling tricks, and one 
which might easily fool anybody.

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STRONG effort 
is at last about 
to be made to organ- 
ize the jewelers of the 
Empire State into an association, and a call 
has been issued to the jewelers in all parts 
of New York to meet at Utica a week 
from to-morrow (Thursday, March 25) to 
establish a State organization. According 
to the call, which was published in full in 
the last issue of THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY, the meeting is to be held in the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms in Utica and 
a large representation of the trade is ex- 
pected to be present not only from sur- 
rounding towns and central New York, but 
from all the cities and the towns in all 
parts of the State, from Buffalo on the 
west to Albany on the east and New York 
on the south. 

We have often called attention to a con- 
dition that the officials of the American 
National Retail Jewelers’ Association have 
had brought strongly to their attention, 
namely, that the eastern States, and par- 
ticularly New York, are the least fertile 
fields on which to sow seeds of organization 
among merchants, and that the jewelry 
trade is no exception to this rule. Many 
times it has been tried, and many times it 
has failed, so that for some years past the 
prospect has been so discouraging as to be 
hardly worth the effort of those who wish 
to bring the New York jewelers into line 
with the other State associations. How- 
ever, we are happy to say that conditions 
for organization are distinctly more favor- 
able at the present time than at any time 
in the past decade, and with the example 
set by the Pennsylvania jewelers and the 
headway they have made in such cities as 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg as a precedent, 
the members of the trade who called the 
meeting for next week have reason to take 
heart and hope for some response from 
their fellow jewelers. 

If an organization is formed, every effort 
should be made to make it thoroughly rep- 
resentative of the trade, because a small, 
unrepresentative or “paper” organization in 
the Empire State would not only be an 
object of ridicule but a source of weakness 
instead of strength to the national associa- 
iion and the organization movement in gen- 
eral, It is true that a strong organization 
cannot be obtained at the beginning, for 
“Rome was not built in a day,” but in the 
foundation of the association all who par- 
ticipate should have strongly in mind the 
idea that the organization must be built on 
such lines that it will not be complete nor 
the members at all satisfied with their work 
until it is commensurate in size and im- 
portance with the State whose name it 
bears. One of the first requisites for this 
is a large and important membership in 
such cities as New York, Buffalo, Roches- 
ter, Syracuse, Albany, Troy, Utica, etc., par- 
ticularly in the first mentioned, wherein the 
jewelry interests play such an important 
part in the mercantile world.

after the robberies had been reported, with 
resulting litigation, it would seem that 
many of the complaints which jewelers 
make against these companies and their 
practices are not without merit. True, there 
have been many instances where the con- 
troversy between the jeweler and the in- 
surance company has arisen from the fact 
that the jeweler misunderstood his policy 
and what it covered, but as instances of 
this kind have been many, it begins te 
look as if the misunderstanding upon the 
part of the jeweler was due at least in part 
to some misrepresentation on the part of 
the company’s agents, or to misleading 
phraseology of the policy, which would give 
it the appearance of covering certain claims 
or offering to the jeweler certain protec- 
tion which it, in fact, did not do. We say 
nothing zbout the defenses which the in- 
surance companies have often set up in 
which they have charged that the burglary 
was not a burglary or theft in fatt, though 
it seems as if the insurance companies are 
only too anxious to set up a defense of this 
kind even when the facts do not warrant it. 

In a recent case in Los Angeles, Cal., 
a jeweler of that city brought suit against 
an eastern company to recover $3,340, the 
value of the goods stolen from his safe, 
March 16 last, and which he claims were 
covered by an insurance policy against 
burglary issued by the defendant. The 
goods were stolen by men who “held up” 
the jeweler and his clerk, in the store and 
took the goods from the safe. When the 
case came to trial in the Superior Court 
the insurance concern defended its stand 
in refusing to pay. the insurance by con- 
tending that a “hold- up” is not a “burg- 
lary,” and that the giving over of the goods 
in the safe by the jeweler at the point of 
the robber’s revolver, takes the robbery 
out of the clause of the policy, which 
covers the breaking into a safe by means 
of dynamite or other methods. The com- 
pany, it might be remarked, tried to create 
the impression that the goods were taken 
from the safe with the jeweler’s consent. 
However, the sheriff of the county testi- 
fied that a highway robber, now in the 
penitentiary, had confessed to him that he 
had robbed the jeweler.

At the sale of coins at Elder’s, 32 E. 23d 
St., last Friday, a rare California pioneer 
$10 gold piece, dated 1851, struck in San 
Francisco by the private firms of Baldwin 
& Co. from native gold, was one of the 
coins offered for sale. This coin is one 
of the rarest of all the pieces of the de- 
nomination that were struck by private 
coining establishments during the years of 
the gold excitement in California, and is the 
only specimen that has been offered in some 
years. On the obverse side is a_ head 
of Liberty, after the style of one of the 
regular United States eagles, but on the 
coronet of the Goddess of Liberty are the 
words “Baldwin & Co.” instead of the 
usual word “Liberty.” On the reverse is a 
design of the eagle, with open wings, sur- 
rounded with the inscription, “S. M. V. 
California Gold, 10 D.,” the first three let- 
ters meaning “standard mint value.” Other 
pieces of gold struck during the California 
pioneer days were also offered for sale. 

The Gorham Co., after a trial in the 
Supzeme Court last week, recovered a ver- 
dict against the United Engineering and 
Contracting Co. for $48,827 paid for the 
construction of a new foundation under the 
old Cambridge Hotel at Fifth Ave. and 
33rd St. The foundations were undermined 
by the Pennsylvania tunnel. The New 
York Silversmiths hold the lease from the 
Astor estate of the Cambridge office build- 
ing. opposite the Waldorf-Astoria, at Fifth 
Ave. and 33rd St. The tunnel work under- 
mined the Cambridge so tenants were 
afraid it would collapse. The Gorham Co. 
alleges the company doing the tunnel work 
agreed to build a new foundation under 
the Cambridge to go down to bed rock. 
That was in December, 1907. Nothing 
had been done up to July, 1908, and the 
Cambridge was plainly settling. Then the 
Gorham people employed other parties to 
do the work and sued the tunnel builders 
for the bill, $44,827. It was shown on 
the trial that the cause of the trouble was 
that in constructing the tunnel the con- 
tracting company had dried up a little un- 
derground stream which “nourished” the 
piles upon which the building rested. Dry- 
ing up the stream dried up the piles so 
they were no longer effective as supports. 
The jury gave a verdict for the full amount 
of the bill paid by the Gorham Co., and 
Justice Dowling added $2,000 as an allow- 
ance to the lawyers, so the proceeding need 
not cost the winning concern a cent.

There is_ really 
nothing to be distributed among the cred- 
itors, and the failure appears to be about 
as complete as it could be made.

Owners of Known Trade-Marks. 





ELATIVE to his previous recommend- 
ations that manufacturers register 
their trade-marks in Argentina before at- 
terpting to do business, Consul-General 
A‘ban G. Snyder, of Buenos Aires, quotes 
an article from the Times of Argentina on 
this subject: 

The patent law in Argentina is decidedly defi- 
cient The requisite procedure is to register a 
trade-mark, or rather a label, of a given article 
and then no one else can sell goods under that 
label. This has given rise to a national industry 
which is assuming grave proportions. Various men 
make ‘it their business to register the labels of 
foreign scents, pills, etc., and when the real stuff 
is imported the individual holding the fictitious 
label comes down upon the real importer for sell- 
ing goods under his own label. Thus‘ we find that 
people buy legal imitations, that is inferior stuff, 
superior labels, and when the real stuff is 
imported it is immediately pounced upon and de- 
imitation of the imitation, the im- 
porters of same being heavily find for using the 
real label.

that a tooth is zbout to be discharged from 


the cylinder’s entrance lip and the point A 
of the tcoth is about to drop. Were the 
cylinder an exact half-circle the point A of 
the tooth would be unable to lock, but as 
the cylinder is greater than a half-circle, it 
insures a safe lock for the point A of the 
tooth on the inside of the cylinder. 

In cylinder escapements the extent of 
balance vibration depends nearly entirely 
on the pitch given to the impulse face of 
the escape wheel, as can be observed in 
Fig. 10 and Fig. 11, the line A B in Fig. 10 
being at a greater pitch than the line C D, 
Fig. il; both excesses should be avoided. 
In some makes of small-sized cylinder 
escapements we find high lifting angles. 
A comparison of the escape wheels of 
various sizes cylinder watches will prove

Let us next consider the routine action 
of the escapement, In Fig. 12 we see a 
tooth of the escape wheel resting against 
the outside of the cylinder. From the 
tooth’s point of rest, A, up to the entrance 
lip of the cylinder marked B, shows us 
the extent of lock each tooth will have on 
the cylinder. The balance is then slowly 
vibrated, and we next see the point of the 
tooth, Fig. 13, passing the entrance lip of 
the cylinder, In Fig, 9 we see that the 

oth is now about to be discharged from 





the entrance lip of the cylinder, As it does 
so we observe a free flight of the escape 
wheel, which we term the inside drop. 
The tooth is now locked against the inside 
of the cylinder, as Fig. 14 shows. Next, 
unlocking takes place, and the tooth slides 
over the exit lip of the cylinder as Fig. 15 
illustrates. Finally we find the tooth is 
discharged from contact with the exit lip 
of the cylinder, and we again observe a free 
flight of the escape wheel, known as the 
outside drop. This brings us to our start- 
ing point, namely, we again find that a 
tooth is locked on the outside of, the cylin- 
der as depicted in Fig. 12. This routine 
of outside drop, then lock, next unlocking,

lip of cylinder, and its consequent discharge 
therefrom, is continued by each tooth in 
succession, and is kept up until the force 
of the mainspring becomes exhausted. 
Having considered in our first paper 
some of the theory governing the construc- 
tion of a cylinder escapement and having 
followed out its routine of action, we are 
now in a position to understand the points 
which demand a workman's attention when 
repairing escapements. We commence our 
examination of a cylinder escapement by 
observing if the cylinder is upright, which 
we can determine by noting if the balance 
is upright and level, By vibrating the bal- 
ance we see if it is true in the flat.” Should 
we find that the balance is not quite true, 
it should be corrected, Prior to making 
any correction of an out-of-true cylinder 
balance, the cause of untruth should be 
located, because frequently an out-of-true 
cylinder balance is due either to bent pivots 
or a bent cylinder; if the out of truth is 
due to a bent pivot, the remedy of straight- 
ening the pivot is usually easy, and corrects 
the defect. \ bent cylinder, ‘ike bent

Having determined the truth or untruth 
of the cylinder and balance, and having 
made the required correction, we pass on 
to inquire into the condition of the escape 
wheel, seeing to it that it is likewise true 
and upright. The fit of all pivots con- 
nected with the escapement should be in- 
vestigated. Cylinder pivots do not require 
s close fitting hole jewels as the balance

pivots in the lever escapement; likewise, 
slightly more end-shake is desirable in 
cylinder escapements. Having thus inspect- 
ed the uprightness and truth of the cylin- 
der and its escape wheel, we remove the 
hairspring and note its position on the 
balance. We usually find somewhere on 
the balance rim a smal! round mark, which 
records the location of the hairspring stud. 
Having removed the hairspring, we replace 
the balance, and under it place a_ thin 
wedge of cork. This done, wind up th: 
mainspring to the extent of three or four 
clicks. We now arrive at the point to 
observe the drops and the lock. To do this, 
slowly rotate the balance and allow a tooth 
to drop onto the outside of the cylinder 
The extent of this outside drop of the tooth 
until it comes in contact with the cylinder

can be readily observed and its extent com 
pared with the inside drop; the inside drop, 
of course, being readily determined by al- 
‘owing a tooth to pass into the cylinder. 

In connection with the drop are the closely 
allied shakes. We examine for the outside 
follows: We allow a tooth to 
drop onto the outside of the cylinder, then 
slightly reverse the first motion of the bal- 
ance, so as to lessen the lock; then, with

The Measurement of Time by the Ancients. 


(A free translation by H. Reinecke, from the 
German of Dr. A. M., in the Allegemeine 
Journal der Uhrmacherkunst.) 
a3 is interesting to learn the manner in 

which the ancients managed to measure 
time, and also to note the degree of per- 
fection to which horology of the present 
time has brought this art. And when 
horology compares the perfection which it 
has attained with the most elementary 
such comparison is 
not limited to the development of the art 
among the northern barbarians, but it in- 
cludes also the more cultured nations, which 
had made imposing progress in art, poetry, 
architecture and sculpture, of which the 
monumental beauty of the latter two stands 
at the present-day before our unlimited 
admiration 

\ll the Bible tells us of time is that “The 
sun prevails by day and the smaller stars 
prevail by night,” but of the beginning of 
day and of night it says nothing. The 
Hebrews began their day with the setting 
of the sun. The holiness of their Sabbath 


and of their feast days began with the 
night preceding. It was evening and it was 
morning, which was one day. With the 
Egyptians the day began at midnight; with 
the Babylonians it began at high noon, 
when the sun stood highest. While it was 
so difficult to draw the dividing line be- 
tween night and day, it was still more 
so to determine the length of the months 
and of a year, The Egyptians changed in 
the course of centuries the length of the 
years according to the floods. The Jews 
modified the length o/ their lunar years 
during their first exile with the Babylonians 
and Chaldeans; the inhabitants of Meso 
potamia, excelled in elementary as 
tronomy and astrology in ancient times, 
and from them the Jews learned a great 
deal. But instruments for determining time 
were entirely wanting, even with them 
Among the Jews elapsed time was meas 
ured by the rising and the setting of the 
sun, by the moon, and by the constellation 
of the smaller stars. The Romans divided 
day and night into 14 parts without any 
strict lines of demarcation. These parts 
were: Media nox, end of the elapsed and 
the beginning of the approaching day (some- 
where between 10 and 12 o'clock at night) ; 
de media nocte (the time immediately after 
midnight) ; Gallicinium, the time when cock 
crowing begins; Canticinium, when cock 
crowing is past; ante lucens et sic dilicu 
lum, dawn; Mane, morning, and the rising 
of the sun; ante meridiem, forenoon; 
Meridies, noon; Suprema, the time from 
noon until the appearance of the stars; Cre 
pusculum, twilight; prima facie, beginning 
of night; intempesca nox, full night; con- 
cubicinum, sleeping time; Ad mediam noc 
tem, first part of the night; media nox, lat 
ter part of the night. 

Night was also divided into four parts, 
known as Vigilia, night watches. The same 
subdivisions of the night are still in force 
in the Orient, especially among the Chinese. 


really 


The first approximately reliable division 
of time was introduced by the Chaldeans 
This was the division of night watches 
which introduced the donkey, the dog and 
the rooster. The donkey determined the 
end of the first and the beginning of the 
second watch by his penetrating and melo- 
dious monotones. The barking of the dog 
indicated the end of the second and the 
beginning of the third watch, from which 
he was relieved by the crowing rooster, 
which terminated his alarming notes at the 
rising of the sun. These animal night 
watches were very prompt in their functions 
with the exception of the donkey, which 
had lazy spells. In eonsequence of the 
infallibility of the dog and the rooster they 
were imagined to be under some _ super- 
natural and divine influence by the Egyp- 
tians. with whom the character of the dog 
originated, and by which it was claimed 
that a creation in the form of a man with 
a dog’s head (Kynocephalus) ‘accompanied 
Osiris on all his campaigns and performed 
incredible acts of valor, after which the 
gods reclaimed him and enabled him to do 
his barking at the proper time during his 
night watches. In like manner the Chal 
deans and Egyptians believed in the exist- 
ence of a supernatural rooster, which im 
pelled all the earthly crow 
simultaneously. This belief was also shared 
by the Hebrews, Greeks and Romans 


roosters to 


Yet even the Mohammedans of the pres- 
ent day (so says the Koran) believe that 
three voices are agreeable to God—the read- 
ing of the Koran, the early praying man 
and the rooster which calls the faithful to 
morning prayer. With these the modest 
claims of time indicated during the night 
were satisfied, but a time measure of the 
luminous day was still waiting. 

In the Talmud we are told, it is stated, 
that Noah in his ark possessed certain guns 
(unknown at the present day) which pos- 
sessed the qualifications to emit luminous 
rays partly by day and partly by night, and 
which, after alternating, finally disappeared 
in a strong light. While we must decline 
to put any faith in such an assertion, it is 
no doubt true that the ancients entertained 
such a belief. It is said that the King of 
Persia had a crystal which began to radiate 
before the rising of the sun. In the temple 
of Delhi such a stone was suspended and 
the high priest in Jerusalem wore a breast 
plate with 12 such stones, some of which 
radiated by day and some by night. But 
the truth of the resistance for indicating 
time being unreliable, made more urgent the 
desire to find some device by means of 
which time could be indicated, and the ef- 
forts to find instruments for the purpose 
led eventually to the invention of the first 
timepiece which was known in the history 
of human culture, This effort brought 
forth the sun-dial. 

It is mentioned in the Bible, in the book 
of Kings, where it is stated the prophet 
Isaiah, who also practiced medicine, was 
called to the sick King Hezekiah to restore 
him to health, Isaiah felt that in order to 
convert the infidel king he must perform 
some miracle. For this purpose he admin- 
istered to the king some simple remedy for 
which he claimed that it would restore him 
to health, and that it would prolong his 
life by at least 10 years. Hezekiah had 
no faith in his claims, and Isaiah chal- 
lenged him to accept, as proof of the truth 
of his assertion, the fact that he could’ 
cause the shadows of 10 of the pillars of 
the palace to advance in one direction and 
to retrograde subsequently in the opposite 
direction, Hezekiah accepted this test, con- 
sidering the performance of this feat almost 
an impossibility, 

The most probable inference to be drawn 
from this performance is that the Jews 
brought their knowledge from the land of 
the Chaldeans during their Babylonian exile. 
Greek authors tell us in some of their writ- 
ings that on the top of a gigantic 
tower was set an apparatus the object of 
which was to indicate the time by the mov- 
ing shadows of the sun, according to its 
altitude. The Chaldeans named Berosus as 
the inventor of the sun-dial. 

After the sun-dial had been very much 
perfected and used by the cultured nations 
its deficiency as a time measure for day- 
light only had been recognized, and it was 
supplemented and partly superseded by the 
new invention of water and sand clocks, all 
three of which had served as time meas- 
urers for many centuries, until they were 
practically discontinued and the restless in- 
tellect of mankind replaced them by new 
scientific devices. The possibility of such 
inventions was hardly ever dreamed by the 
ancients, and even civilization of the present 
doy wonders at its accomplishments. 
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Broaching the Cannon Pinion. 


HEN it to put a 
new center wheel pinion or a cannon 
pinion in a watch difficulties are invariably 
encouatered in broaching the somewhat 
long, narrow and_ hardened tube 
Sundry English broaches are usually sacri 
ficed, and the patience of the workman 
is severely tried, especially when he knows 
no practical method of holding the pinion in 
question sufficiently firm without risking 
its injury. 
As a rule, says the Deutsche Uhrmacher

Zeitung, when we have to do with broach- 
ing a cannon pinion an ordinary pin tongs 
is employed, in which the tube or pipe is 
gripped, while the pinion projects in front. 
Where this method is resorted to the can 
non pinion is liable to twist in broaching. 
because it is not gripped tightly enough. If 
in place of the tongs we use a hand vise 
with thumb screw the cannon pinion may be 
firmly held, but we risk squeezing the tube 
flat or at least injuring it externally. 
Some, for this reason, use the well 
known hour-hand tweezers, in which the

an axtal direction. Here, however, they are 
also liable to be crushed. Moreover, the 
watch-hand tweezers are themselves liable 
to injury because only the largest holes, 
those located outside, can be used to grip 
the cannen pinion and the pinion, somewhat 
high as a rule, spreads the two jaws of the 
tweezers sidewise or obliquely apart. 

In France Horlogére, Ph. Bulle describes 
the methods practiced by workmen in some 
watch factories and which are shown in 
our two illustrations.

Perhaps it is not every workman who 
has sufficient strength in his fingers to en- 
able him to attain this object by the method 
described. He can,-in such case, resort to 
the method illustrated in Fig. 2, which is 
frequently employed in German repair 
shops, but is not generally known. Here 
the tube is gripped in a screw plate, not 
too small, which can be conveniently and 
easily held fast and in which the cannon 
pinion is entirely uninjured. 

We may again call attention to the fact 
that for the broaching or reaming of such 
steel tubes, not the ordinary five angled, 
but four-cornered broaches or reamers, 
such as are everywhere common in Swiss 
watch factories, which have been for some 
time past obtainable from the larger Ger 
man supply dealers (for instance, Rudolf 
Flume, Berlin), and which are known as 
“four-cornered reamers for cannon pin- 
ions,’ should be used. In the five-cornered 
broaches the cutting angle is too obtuse, 
causing the reaming to proceed too slowly 
and tempting the worker to press too hard 
and break the reamer. The much sharper 
cutting angle of the four-cornered reamer 
facilitates the work quite considerably and 
does not so easily result in broken reamers 





A Clockmaker Inventor of the Flying Machine. 


LOCKMAKERS, owing to the nature 
of their calling, are especially des 
tined to prove inventors, and have had no 
small part in technical progress. We need 
only recall the typesetting machine that has 
latterly almost revolutionized the printing 
business, not to mention many other inven- 
tions less conspicuous which were conceived 
and in all probability modeled at the clock 
maker’s work bench. The numerous per 
petual motion devices that have thus origi 
nated bear testimony to this effect, although 
at the same time they unfortunately typify 
an erroneous exercise of skill that lacks the 
guidance of scientific advancement. 

On the occasion of a visit to the V6lker- 
schlacht (Battle of Nations) Historical 
Museum at Leipzig, says a writer in the 
Leipzig Uhrmacher Zeitung, I came across 
an old popular science book from about the 
year 1800, in which is to be found the de- 
scription and illustration of a flying ma- 
chine invented by a clockmaker in Vienna 
named Degen. This machine consisted ma 
terially of two wings, between which Degen 
stood and which he operated by his own 
power. The frame-work of the machine 
was made of oak staves and the standing 
place between the wings was made secure 
by means of an iron girdle. In an enclosed 
space Degen made several successful flights 
with his machinc, but in the open, wher 
air currents were encountered, he was com 
pelled—and this is where the hitch comes 
in—to attach a small balloon to his ma 
chine. Perhaps if he had a motor at his 
command he would possibly have antici- 
pated Dumont, the Lebaudys, the 
Wrights and other flying machine experts 
in their successes, for it may be said of 
them that in spite of the fact that they re- 
ceive much greater assistance from science 
and technics they have not as yet attained 
a perfect result. 

\ Vienna correspondent of the Journal 
de Liége. by the way, informed his readers 
ust 100 years ago of the flying experiment

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in the following words: “Yesterday afte: 
noon Artist Degen, of Vienna, had und 

taken a new trial of his flying machin 
With his blue suit he carried red 
which gave him the appearance of a parrot 
He first vertically from th

36 feet, then 
descended, unloaded some of the ballast h« 
had taken with him, then raised himself 120 
feet high and flew in various directions in 
plain view of the crowd of wondering spec 
tators, whom he saluted by flapping his 
wings and imitating the movements of a 
bird. He next came down to the ground, 
relieved himself of his ballast and ascended 
to an unprecedented altitude, where h« 
maintained himself for a considerable time, 
flying in various directions, so that he 
looked like an eagle in flight. To demon- 
strate the facility and certainty with which 
he could steer, he selected, as the place for 
his descent, a location in which were nu 
merous horses and carriages and trees 
He had barely reached the ground, when 
he was surrounded by a crowd of people. 
who greeted him enthusiastically and bore 
him in triumph home. On this occasion, to 
assist his flight, he made use of a smal! 
balloon, which he hopes in future to do 
without.” 

That this invention had no precursor is 
proved by the great attention bestowed on 
Degen’s flight, which inspired also its in- 
corporation in the above mentioned old 
work on the wonders of technological 
science. But just here we are forcibly re- 
minded of the truth of the words of Ben 
Akiba that “there is nothing new under 
the sun,” for there appears in the 
place with the description of this flying ma 
chine illustration of a captive balloon, used 
by the French troops under Napoleon, but 
which was captured from them by the Aus 
trians and is still to be seenin Vienna. Also 
there may be seen hanging in the above- 
named museum magazine guns, used in the 

Jattle of Nations” in 1813 and which held 
12 cartridges.

IRST, let me remark that our business is 

as old as civilization—ever since peopl 
have emerged from rudimentary conditions 
in which they had to herd their flocks of 
camels, horses, cattle, sheep and other do 
mestic animals, and roamed the vast tracts 
of land as nomads of the desert or as prim- 
ary tillers of the soil who could not get 
leisure time to think higher cultivation 
Those were the dark ages of man, but even 
in such early times as those of which the 
Old Testament makes mention of the 
charming jingle of ear rings of the beauti 
ful Rachel—then the articles of jewelers’ 
art which were taken from the ruins of 
ancient Troy by Professor Schlieman, the 
numberless articles of jewelry and silver 
ware which are on exhibit in the European 
museums of history, and some in this coun 
try—I refer to the great collection in th 
Central Park Museum of New York—show 
that the jewelers’ art is as old, yes, older, 
than even the coining of money. 

Therefore, it follows that the jeweler 
even in those early times, was a much 
wanted man; and as civilization and re 
finement grew, so much did the demand 
for the jeweler and his art and his skill and 
his experience. Therefore, it goes almost 
without saying, we, the 
wanted; yes, needed 

And the invention of the first clocks— 
what a godsend were they to humanity! 
Think of the times when the world had to 
get along with hour glasses, water clocks, 
sun dials, and other crude devices. The 
wonderful clock which the Caliph Haroun- 
al-Rachid presented to the Emperor Char 
lemagne—then only kings and emperors 
could afford the luxury of a clock. 

This calls to mind a ludicrous incident. 
When the Emperor Charles I. of Spain, who 
was at the same time Emperor Charles V 
of Germany, and was the man, the great 
ruler of men, in whose dominions the sun 
never set. When this great man retired to 
a convent in Spain, self deposed, he passed 
his time in making clocks. He tried to 
make some pendulums of the same length 
of different clocks swing to and fro alike, 
and after many fruitless attempt gave up 
the hope, exclaiming: ‘What vanity pos 
sessed me during my life as emperor, when 
I tried to make multitudes of people act 


jewelers, are 


and think alike, when I am not even able 
to make two pendulums of the same length 
move alike.” And thereby hangs a tale—the 
tale which has reality. You can’t make 
people different than they are—certainly 
not by force. All that can be done is by 
education, persuasion, good example and 
love, and we here come as near to it as has 
been possible up to the present time in our 
beloved United States of America. 

Then came the invention of magnifying 
glasses to assist people in seeing when they 
had reached the age limit. Crude things 
they were that those men and women had 
to adjust to their faces when they wanted 
to see, and now we have the science of 
optometry and the skill of the eye-glass 
maker, who can almost make the blind see 

Then came that man Peter Hele, of 
Nuremberg, in Germany, who invented the 
timekeeping pocket watch, the Nuremberg- 
Egg, as those primitive pocket timekeepers 
were for a long time called. After which 
on and on went the improvements until we 
now have watches which keep perfect time, 
watches which trike hours, quarters and 
minutes, alarm watch, horse time watches, 
and what not! 

Do you realize the magnitude of the ben- 
efits which the present generation of people 
enjoy compared with generations who have 
gone before? A feeling of gratitude must 
overwhelm us when we think of how little 
each individual can do and has done in the 
mass of achievements, inventions and im- 
provements: on how much we depend! 
How much of that was done before without 
our knowledge! A feeling of littleness, in- 
significance, which can be attoned for only 
by that human love we should show for 
our contemporary beings, and especially 
those who are in the same kind of business 
It should be our aim to assist each other 
rather than to detract from each other. By 
raising them in the estimation of the out- 
side world we raise ourselves. Why, this 
is one of the simplest rules of everyday 
life; how can it be that it is occasionally 
forgotten? 

The very fact that one is a jeweler, a 
watchmaker and optician proves that he is a 
man engaged in a refined business, who 
comes in contact with a good class of peo- 
ple, and must, as a matter of course, have 











profited by his associations. This is the 
natural inference and that is the one to 
draw. Always take a man for a gentleman 
until you have proof of the contrary. Never 
take the opposite view: if you do, you are 
in most cases apt to be mistaken. If you 
taken an unknown man for a scoundrel, 
until you have proof of the contrary, you 
are likely to pass a miserable life, beset by 
all misgivings which the pessimist is prone 
to. 

Now, there is an idiom in the English 
speech which I always admired. It is terse 
and short, and it goes: “To know him is to 
love him.” There is much life philosophy 
in it. You cannot love anybody, either man 
or woman, unless you know him or her, 
and you will never get that far in all your 
life, it may be ever so long and you may 
enjoy the most robust health all the time, 
unless you take the trouble to get acquaint- 
ed. Yes, is a trouble and it takes time, 
but is there anything on God’s fair earth 
that is worth having which does not take 
time and trouble to obtain! 

It is also true that many good men and 
good women are not easily approachable, 
mostly for the reason that they have their 
friends and acquaintances and they are 
slow to add to the number in everyday life. 
The saying it: “Life is short.” But this be- 
comes easier in associations such as yours, 
and ours in Minnesota, of which State and 
of the Minnesota Jewelers’ Association I 
herewith bring you the heartiest greetings. 
There you are introduced, you shake hands, 
you look into each other’s faces, you say 
pleasant things, in sort, you get acquainted. 
These features touch generally on the 
human interest which we feel toward our 
fellowmen, more especially our fellow jew- 
elers, fellow watchmakers, fellow opticians, 
but the standpoints of utility have not yet 
been touched upon. One is this— a person 
is never too old to learn. If I meet one 
fellow tradesman and he takes a liking to 
me, he will not keep*his experience and 
knowledge all to himself, but will glady im- 
part some of it to me. There is pleasure 
in giving as well as in receiving. If this is 
the case with one, how much more beneficial 
will it be if I make friends of several, yes, 
of many? Will I not benefit by meeting 
them, by speaking with them, by asking 
them discreet questions, by visiting them if 
possible ? 

Another is—one never knows enough. 
Such phases arrive in daily life through 
which we cannot see the light. We may 
also learn what to leave alone, what not 
to do, when we see how some people con- 
duct their business, how they buy recklessly, 
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how they intrust their affairs to inexperi- 
enced hands and minds, how they squander 
money in injudicious advertising, how they 
cannot make both ends meet, and how they 
finally get into deep water. To make ac- 
quaintances of such is to have sympathy, 
and who is here among you who has not 
seen enough of it if he has been in business 
for 10 to 20 years or more? To _ ob- 
trude advice is a wasted effort, because un- 
sought advice is never welcome. I found 
in the many years in which I have been in 
the business very few men who failed be- 
cause they asked too much advice, but 
rather the contrary. 

And there is so much to know and to 
learn if one conducts a business—especially 
a jewelry business. It looks so nice, so 
clean, so easy, so like a matter of course 
when you walk by or walk into a well kept 
jewelry store. The outsider does not know 
how much of a burden-the members of the 
firm carry on their minds when the unsold 
shopkeepers look down upon them from the 
shelves above and many pretty baubles look 
up at them from the counter cases below, 
which they so much rather be rid of than 
look at from day to day, from month to 
month. 

What to buy and what not to buy is one 
of the ever present conundrums which con- 
front the jeweler, and he will not learn 
much by looking at the other man’s stock. 
The things he has to sell may be worse for 
him than if he had his money back again 
so he could buy something more profitable 
with it. One question asked is often, if 
properly answered, all which keeps a mer- 
chant from grievous loss, and could or 
would you dare ask it, if you were not on 
speaking terms or on friendly terms with 
your competitor? 

To rely entirely on the salesmen of the 
jobbing and manufacturing houses is not 
safe in making purchases, because it would 
be worse than folly on the part of salesmen 
if they were to advise against buying. I 
repeat: To fely entirely, as the vast ma- 
jority of the traveling salesmen are ex- 
perienced gentlemen who, as a rule, would, 
in their own interest, sell goods which the 
buyer can dispose of to his advantage. 

The best thing to, know is: How does 
the other fellow do it, and why does he do 
it so? I mean, the successful one—and in 
nine cases out of 10 he will tell you, if you 
take the time and the trouble to ask him 
the question, always provided you are ac- 
qainted with him. He will, of course, not 
do it if he knows that you are a “knocker,” 
or if you ever have shown yourself unkind 
to him. Always bear in mind he has as 
much right to be in the business as you 
have. The very fact of his being in it is 
proof of it, and on himself and not on you 
will depend whether or not he stays in it 
or goes out of it. There is always room 
for one more—yes, for many more. These 
things regulate themselves. 

The jewelers, the watchmakers, the op- 
ticians, are, as a class, as good and as hon- 
orable as any other calling in life, and we 
may well be proud of ourselves. If we 
were not so profoundly modest, we would 
be looked up to much more than looked 


down upon, although, up to the present, we 
have no complaint to make. It is all with 


ourselves. We are what we make of our- 
selves and what we make of each other. 
If we hold together, we will rise. If we 
pull in opposite directions we will not suc- 
ceed so well. The people want us, that is 
sure, else you would not see any more 
jewelry stores in this broad, wide land of 
ours. The mail order houses in the country 
and the department stores in the city would 
have wiped us all out of existence long 
ago, but the average intelligent man or wo- 
man would rather go to a nice, clean, neat 
jewelry store to buy a wedding ring, an 
engagement ring, a watch, a clock, house-

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Progress Made by Pictorial Advertising. 


(By Joet Benton, in Fame.) 




















OSSIBLY before Millais, the great for- 
eign artist, had put out his picture of 
“Soap Bubbles’—was it not?—the artist 
fraternity had done something for business 
publicity. At any rate, it is now a common 
thing, and is constantly becoming more so, 
to sce pictorial work of a very high order, 
enlisted on behalf of some article or busi- 
ness, that could really be adapted, if the 
artist had wished to have it, to a purely 
artistic end. 

Yet, when Millais put his brush to busi- 
ness service the surprise was very great 
and widespread, causing much comment 
everywhere. This was not because the 
canvas had been faked, or even lowered in 
the art burden imposed on it. It was only. 
because it seemed like putting mahogany into 
plow beams, or diamonds of the largest 
size and purest water in a brass setting. 
The only other instance so notable of art 
applied to a business purpose—though this 
was incidental rather than intended—must 
be traced to verbal rather than to plastic 
art; and we find it in Longfellow’s liquid, 
and beautifuly condensed poem to his 
friend Longworth, of early American wine 
memory. To be able to write lines so care- 
fully rythmic would be itself an assurance 
that the poet had not failed to sample the 
product he so extolled. 

I have omitted, I am aware, to note the 
fact that literature, if not the poetic muse, 
gave, through one of Dickens’. stories, an 
impetus to Day & Martin’s blacking— 
which must have lifted it as high for at- 
tention as did that bold and lofty pla- 
card of it on the great Pyramid of 
Cheops. 

3ut this, and even a few other exam- 
ples—notably the one that almost happened 
in respect to Kipling and the Mellin’s Food 
product, I can not dwell upon, as my title 
was shaped to consider, mainly plastic art. 

One really needs to have abundant spec- 
imens of this brought together to recall 
suitably and with effective force how great 
it has become, and what an overwhelm- 
ing support it is to advertising publicity 
With a beautiful picture, in fact, a few words 
more amply suffice. And, in fact, they are 
kept in sight longer; for the spectator will 
not at once let a vision of attractive color 
speedily fade away. 

In the Jnland Printer, and in various 
Other elegantly illustrated trade journals 
—both in full-page and briefer—we are 
now constantly seeing the business-pro- 
moting pictures made so fine in both color 
and expression as to bring sudden pleasure 
and surprise. 

We almost ask, “What will come next?” 


The artists of all this display may not 
be of assured national rank as yet, or of 
international; but they are doing work that 
is not less in value, nor less earnest and 
strong than much that is to be commonly 
seen on the walls of our various picture 
galleries. 

Even where no purposed and complete 
picture is intended, and the artist’s work 
is decorative simply, the treatment of line 
and shadow is not abated, or ‘lowered. 
Where photographs only are used, too, the 
sense of feeling and form, and their indis- 
putable excellence, are clearly seen. You 
can even separate the picture or decora- 
tive part of this advertising matter from 
its various verbal text and accompani- 
ment, and have something not too frail or 
common for esthetic delight. 

In the magazines of general purveyance, 
and especially in those most expensively 
made, the best pictorial advertising is not 
uncommon. There are some of full page 
that vie with some of the art work in the 
magazines themselves, and which could be 
pulled to decorate a mountain or seaside 
bungalow, without grotesque effect. 

It is, in fact, not too extravagant by any 
means to say that the houses of the well- 
to do and rich, 60 years ago had a good 
many pictures hung and framed on their 
walls that were not as interesting as art 
as much of our best advertising picture 
work is to-day. Some years ago it was 
said that the King of Abyssinia treasured 
the American tomato can and others bear- 
ing vegetable pictures in colors as if they 
were far too good to destroy. What he 
would do with the publicity pictures I have 
named I cannot imagine—unless he had the 
can superimposed on his throne. 

Then, too, on the panels of the cars, 
our business art is by no means without 
rare excellence for its purpose. It does 
please; it is often curious, or novel; it 
draws general attention, and it greatly 
serves those dealers and manufacturers 
who have so wisely employed it. But more 
examples of it will still find welcome, as 
well as secure profit to those who will un- 
dertake their production.

EARLY ENGLISH STONE WARE. | 








HE salt-glazed stone ware of England 
may be divided into three classes: 
1. Early brown ware (Fulham and Not- 
tingham). 
2. Modern brown ware (Lambeth). 
3. White salt-glaze ware (Staffordshire). 
FuLHAM.—The oldest English salt-glazed 
stone ware is a close imitation of the brown 
ware of Frechen, near Cologne on the 
Rhine, being distinguished by its very con- 
spicuous accumulation of the glaze, or 
granulation in minute drops. Previous to 
the beginning of its manufacture in Eng- 
land large quantities of white and brown 
stone ware from the Rhenish potteries 
found their wayintothe London market, and 
it is often difficult to distinguish these from 
the Fulham productions. John Dwight, 
of Fulham, took out a patent in 1671 for 
his discovery of the “mysteries of the Co- 
logne ware.” Few pieces of his work are 
known, but those which have survived are 
of the highest merit. He executed a series 
of statuettes which rank with the best 
works of the kind ever produced, which 
are preserved in some of the principal mu 
seums of England. After Dwight’s time the 
Fulham works were continued, and operated 
until a recent date. Here were made mugs, 
tankards, jugs, beltarmines and beer bot 
tles, bearing the medallions and initials of 
English rulers. Dated examples have been 
found, ranging from 1721 to 1764, some of 
the popular subjects, in relief decoration, 
being hunting scenes, the head of Queen 
Anne, St. George and the Dragon, ete. 
NoTTINGHAM.—Stone ware was first pro- 
duced at Nottingham at the beginning of 
the 18th century. It is thin in substance, 
well potted, and graceful in form, but 
crudely decorated with simple designs 
—the ~ prevailing subjects being scrolls, 
flowers and foliage, and frequently in- 
scriptions, scratched in the clay while wet. 
The glaze is of a bright, red-brown tint, 
with a somewhat metallic lustre, caused 
by a thin wash of ferruginous clay. 
The surface of the ware is much smoother 
and less granular than that of Germany 
and the Netherlands. Most characteristic 
in form are the mugs, pitchers, or jugs, 
with ribbed or horizontally corrugated 
necks, two-handled cups, and the celebrat- 
ed “bear jugs,” the latter being made in the 
form of a bear, covered with shavings of 
clay to produce a rough appearance, the 
head being detachable, to serve as a drink- 
ing cup, while the body answers as a re- 


ceptacle for the beverage. At Hampton, 
Chesterfield and Swinton brown stone 
ware was produced in the 18th century, 
which closely resembles the Nottingham 
ware, but is thicker and clumsier, and not 
so well finished. 

LAMBETH.—Stone ware was first produced 
at Lambeth about 1751. The ware is usu- 
ally colored a rich reddish-brown above, 
while the lower portion is of a buff or yel-

lowish hue, presenting the appearance of 
having had the upper half covered with a 
darker surface wash. The form of the Lam- 
beth jugs, of the early part of the 18th cen 
tury, is characteristic. From a spherical 
body rises a broad, perpendicular collar, the 
upper edge of which has been pinched or 
bent out in front to form a small triangular 
lip. Handles frequently terminated in a 
molded ornament or were fixed with a 
modeled leaf. Two examples of this form, 
of about 1820, are embellished with molded 
hunting scenes and separately applied fig- 
ures of men, monkeys and dogs. One of 
these has a handle which has been ap- 


parently attached by means of two stone 
ware screws, a method which obtained in 
some of the English potteries at that time. 
In 1820 there were several potteries in 
Lambeth where stone ware was being made, 
such as ink and beer bottles, pickle jars 
and hunting jugs. 

John Doulton was apprenticed at the begin- 
ning of the 19th century at the old Fulham 
works of White, the celebrated potter, and 
after serving his time, he went to Lambeth, 
where, in the year 1815, he _ established, 
in conjunction with John Watts, a small 
stone ware pottery in Vauxhall Walk. In 
1826 they moved the works to High St., 
where the plant was rapidly enlarged as 
the business steadily increased. The Doul- 
ton art stone ware has in recent years be- 
come justly celebrated. It reveals a com- 
bination of several processes. Surround- 
ing the zones or panels of scratched deco- 
rations, which are covered with salt-glaze, 
are bands of colored enamels, outlined and 
carved designs and bossed or jeweled work. 
The most characteristic, and certainly the 
most thoroughly artistic, style of decora- 
tion practised by the Doultons, is that re- 
vealed in the designs scratched on the plain 
wet surface of the ware. Among the best 
artists in this line of work is Miss Han- 
nah B. Barlow, whose etching of animals 
were first seen on this side at the Atlantic 
at the Philadelphia Centennial Exposition 
in 1876. Since then her work has become 
familiar to all lovers of art in the United 
States and Canada. Her spirited render- 
ings of horses, dogs, sheep and rustic life, 
in the fewest possible lines, are truly re- 
markable, and she has been placed by com- 
petent critics next to Rosa Bonheur as a 
delineator of animal life. Among other 
celebrated ceramic artists who have been 
employed at the Lambeth works may be 
mentioned George Tinworth, Arthur B. 
Barlow, Miss Florence Barlow and Frank 
A. Butler. 








George Munro, F. V. Kent, Max Rabino- 
vich, O. O. Rystad, A. E. Palmer and 
Thomas Porte were members of a com- 
mittee that interested itself in entertaining 
the jewelers’ association at its meeting in 
Grand Forks, N, Dak., March 1, 2 and 3. 

A rathskeller, with the ceiling, walls, 
floor and fixtures of Rookwood pottery, 
will form a part of Pittsburg’s new Fort 
Pitt Hotel. The room will be 55 feet 
square. The feature of the work will be 
a series of panels illustrative of Longfel- 
low’s poem. “The Skeleton in Armor.” 
President Taylor, of the Rockwood pot- 
tery, says it is the largest order received 
by the Mt. Adams pottery.

(Extract from address of Mack A. Hurtsvrt, 
Fort Dodge, Ia.) 


HE jewelers’ craft, gentlemen, represents the 
highest type of the retail mercantile profes- 
sion, to-day. The jeweler of to-day must embody all 
the salient points of the most successful merchants 
in other lines, but to them he must add many other 
qualities. He must be a skilled mechanic at the 
bench, an artist at the engraver’s block, a gem 
expert, and a worker of precious metals. He must 
be posted in the science of light and know some- 
what of physiology and anatomy, in order to fit 
eyeglasses. He must be a man of the finer sensi- 
bilities, and above the average in intelligence. A 
man of the higher sensibilities, for it is his craft 
that caters to the deepest emotions of the human 
heart. Dispensing luxuries as he does, and hence 
dealing with an inteligent and discriminating pub- 
lic, he must be intelligent. Even though his patron 
may not be of the wealthier classes, yet when pur- 
chasing they all become particular, in securing only 
that which represents with truth and fidelity, the 
truth and worth of the sentiment they intend their 
gift to convey. 

With all these qualities he must combine an in- 
tegrity, as unquestioned as that of our best phy- 
sicians and bankers. We, as jewelers, should rise 
to this high estate, and be awake to our responsi- 
bility, to our community. In the 16th century the 
jeweler was whacked on the back by the sword of 
knighthood and counted as one of royalty. And 
yet in those days the world knew nothing of 
money orders, catalogues, or 20-year brass cases. 
If, I say, gentlemen, under those circumstances 
and conditions, a jeweler was entitled to knight- 
hood, then to-day he is entitled to nothing less 
than a saintship. 

But we are not saints, we are all afflicted with 
that universal malady, and controlled by that 
greatest of all forces, human nature. The malady 
we cannot sure, but we may relieve it; the force 
of human nature we cannot stop, but we can guide 
it, for like all great forces that make for good, 
direct it in a proper channel and it works to our 
betterment, but uncurbed and unrestricted, leads 
but to disaster and dismay. I refer now, gentle- 
men, more particularly to the curbing and guiding 
of this human nature of ours, in regard to our 
treatment of our compétitors, God bless them. 
Pity the man who hasn’t a good, healthy com- 
petitor. It is our competitor who puts ginger into 
our lives. It is he who kicks us out of bed at 
6.30 in the morning, and makes us hustle to 
business. It is our competitor who makes us 
search the markets for that which is new and 
good, it is he who keeps us aler as to our buying 
and advertising. It is our competitor who spurs 
our ambitions and develops what is best within us. 
Without him we would stagnate, become old, and 
the high estate of the jewelers’ craft would soon 
sink into a state of innocuous dessuetude. Give 
our competitors credit for the good they do us. 

But how, gentlemen, do we treat this most valu- 
able of our possessions? Do we treat him as though 
he were necessary to our success, or rather as 
though he were a public nuisance, and a blot upon 
the landscape. Remember, gentlemen, that each of 
us, ourselves competitors, get over into his yard 
and look into your own dooryard from his side of 
the fence. Consider that he, too, has ambitions, 
troubles and bills to pay. Remember that he has 
a wife and children, for whom he is as anxious 
to provide the good things of life the same as you 
do. Why blame and treat with bitterness and 
contempt, a man, simply because he js trying to do 
the same things that you are trying to do. If 
your competitor is a grouch, as he probably is, 
and won’t mix out, and persists in throwing rocks 
at you, simply sidestep them, but under no cir- 
cumstances hurl them back. 

Three-fourths of all the troubles of which we 
complain, find their origin in this intolerant spirit 
of commercial strife within the trade itself. It is 
this that creates the cut price, and not the cata- 
logue houses; it is this that has lowered qualities, 
to a brass and fire-gilt basis. It is the self-accusa- 
tions directed against each other in the trade 
itself, that vary the contention of the mail order 
houses, that jewelers are robbers. They say it, 
and you immediately prove it to the public. It is 
Jones trying to underbuy and undersell Smith 
that brings out the brass watch cases, with their 
unblushing guarantee, God knows the manufac- 
turers don’t like them any better than we do. 

When we as jewelers, as a class appreciate the 
value of our competition, as we should; when we 
as men, treat our competitors simply as men, and 





as we would like to be treated ourselves, just so 
soon, gentlemen, will three-fourths of the evils 
we now aim to stop, disappear as dew before 
a morning’s sun. And this association then, 
instead of wasting its energies in a ceaseless round 
of strife and bickering, can conserve its forces 
to betterment of the trade along higher educa- 
tional lines. 

Now this thing is being rapidly brought about, 
and it is being done through just such gatherings 
and good fellowship as we see manifested here 
to-night. 


Life is too short for any bitter feeling, 
Time is the best avenger if we wait, 
The years speed by and on their wings bear healing, 
We have no room for anything like hate. 
This solemn truth the slow mounds seem revealing, 
That thick and fast about our feet are stealing, 
Life is too short.

ANSWER:—To make a casting hollow, it 
is necessary to suspend inside the mould 
which may be made

an inner piece, or core, 
of sand just as the mould.

is that which will be filled by the metal. 
The cores are made in a core box, which 
should be made by a regular pattern maker. 
These fit in the prints of the pattern, which 
leaves the hollow inside the castings. If 
box is wanted, make a sand core 
as follows, it being understood that the 
sand mould Jays before us, in halves, pre- 
pared from the pattern, with prints ready 
for the core. The workman now packs 
loose sand into’ the mould space, taking 
care not to beat too hard. When he closes 
his mould again he has encased in it a lump 
of sand exactly reproducing the pattern. 
He takes out this sand core, shaves off 
enough sand all around so that sufficient 
space will be left to represent the walls of 
the castings wanted. The shaved-off core 
is now placed in the print of the mould, the 
other half being placed over it, The sand 
moulds should be baked in order to remove 
all the moisture, The sand mould, to give 
it a fine texture on the inside, is washed 
over carefully with powdered charcoal and 
water, and, although it is thoroughly dried 
in an oven, this charcoal, the potato flour 
and the oil which is also used in some cases 
to make the sand more adhesive will pro- 
duce when the red-hot metal is 
poured in, for the escape of which it is 
necessary to provide vents. When the cast- 
ings are cooled the sand core is on the in- 
which is removed by digging it out 
a wire or washing out with water.

The Cause of a Rough Surface on Sterling 
Silver After It Comes from the 
Firing ’’ Dip. 


(From the Brass World.) 


HE method now followed in the United 
States for the manufacture of sterling 
silver flat ware is as follows: A strip of 
sterling silver of the desired thickness, and 
with a width slightly greater than the 
length of the spoon or fork, is blanked 
out by means of a press so that the greatest 
economy is practiced in avoiding scrap. 
The ends of the sheet are the only scrap. 
After this has been done the blank is 
“graded.” By this is meant the production 
of an uneven thickness on it. It is done by 
passing the blank through elliptical rolls 
so that the middle of the handle is left 
thicker than the bowl portion or extreme 
end of the handle, 

After grading, the spoon is again blanked 
so that it has the shape shown in the illus- 
trations. When this has been done, how- 
ever, the metal, on account of the working 
it has received in grading, is so hard that 
the bowl cannot be formed or the design 
on the handle struck up. In order to allow 
these operations to be done, the blank must 
be annealed, 

The annealing operation is usually con- 
ducted in one of two ways: If the estab- 
lishment is a small one, the spoon blanks 
are placed on an iron pan, upon which a 
piece of asbestos has been placed, and the 
whole heated to a red heat by means of a 
gas blowpipe flame. The flame is applied 
directly to the blanks. The other method 
is that of annealing the blanks on an iron 
pan in a regular annealing muffle, such as 
that employed in annealing German silver 
blanks or sheet brass, 

In either case, the effect of the annealing 
is the same, The blanks are softened, and 
the outside is oxidized to a black surface. 
This black material is principally oxide of 
copper, although it carries some silver with 
it. Now comes one of the peculiarities of 
sterling silver or the formation of the so- 
called “fire” during the annealing, This 
“fire” is really oxide of copper, which is 
produced during the annealing, and which 
penetrates the silver to a greater or less 
depth. It is not the black oxide of copper, 
as this is present on the surface, but the 
sub-oxide (red oxide). Only sterling sil- 
ver shows it, No fire is found in fine silver. 

Up to this point the manufacture of 
sterling silver flat ware is like that of 
German silver, but now a different treat- 
ment must be carried out. The “fire” which 
is formed during the annealing must be 
removed or a good “color” cannot be ob- 


appears. 


the finished work. When the 
blanks are annealed on an open pan by a 
blowpipe, more “fire” is produced than 
when a muffle is employed, The action of 
the air is the cause of the “fire,” and if the 
sterling silver is annealed in a neutral or 
reducing atmosphere no fire at all is pro- 
duced, Such annealing is now being car- 
ried on by a number of establishments with 
much saving, but the majority of manufac- 
turers use the old method of annealing in 
an open pan by means of a gas blowpipe. 

The method followed by sterling silver 
manufacturers for removing the “fire” from 
sterling silver is to dip the blanks, after 
they have been annealed, into a dip called 
the “firing dip.” This firing dip consists 
of equal parts of water and aqua-fortis 
(nitric acid) to which a small quantity of 
acetic acid, say a half-pint to two gallons, 
is added to make it work “smooth.” 

Before this “firing dip” can be used, the 
black oxide that is present on the surface 
of the blanks must be removed by pickling. 
Unless this is done, the dip will not work 
evenly and a rough, pitted surface will be 
found after dipping. If the black oxide i 
pickled off before dipping, then a smooth 
surface results. The pickle used for this 
purpose consists of nine gallons of water 
and one gallon of oil of vitriol. 

The pickle is contained in a lead-lined 
tank (small ones can be used in a stone 
crock) and is heated by a steam coil of lead 
pipe, The blanks are allowed to remain in 
the pickle until all of the black oxide dis- 
This usually takes but a few min- 
utes, but if the pickle is weak or cold, then 
a much longer time is required. A _ hot 
pickle (the hotter the better) works well. 

When the blank has been pickled it has 
a uniformly dead-white surface, free from 
oxide. After rinsing, the blanks are ready 
for the firing dip. The firing dip is used 
hot, It works too slowly when cold, The 
blanks are dipped into it until the surface 
becomes covered with a brown stain of 
peroxide of silver, The length of time for 
leaving the blanks in the firing dip varies 
with the depth.of the “fire,” but usually 
10 or 15 seconds are all that are necessary. 
The longer the blanks are left in, the more 
silver will be removed, 


tained on 


The appearance of the surface is a good 
indication as to the length of time. When 
it is brown it indicates that they have been 
allowed to remain in sufficiently long. It 
frequently happens, however, when the 
“fire” penetrates to an unusual depth, that 
a longer time is required. It is customary, 
when this happens, “fire” in the usual 
manner in the dip, then take one of the 
blanks and buff the surface to ascertain 
whether all of the “fire” has been removed. 
If not, then another dip is given. 

W hen the blanks come out of the “firing 
dip” they are coated with a brown film of 
peroxide of silver, They are now rinsed in 
water and then scratch-brushed with a soft 


brass brush to remove the brown film 
This film does not adhere, and is easily 
removed. When this has been done, the 


silver should present a uniform, white and 

half-polished surface, free from roughness 

or gray spots. When this operation is over 

the blanks are ready for the final bowling 

and completion, This latter operation, how- 

ever, does not concern the present article.
